LEGAL FIGHT ON ACTION PLANNED 


«« general attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to dictate to the great industrial 
and commercial corporations of the country 
what they shall pay their principal executive 
officers withdut tax, has come to light fol- 
lowing a clear demonstration in Chicago by 
officials connected with the federal depart- 
ment of internal revenue. | | 

Several instances were cited yesterday by 
a Chicago attorney who is retained by nu- 
merous impoftant concerns. He has refused 
to accept the order from the bureau of cor- 
porations and intends making a legal fight 
and an inquiry into the government's right 
to direct the internal management of indus- 
tries hithert® not considered oven quasi- 
public. 


Remuneration of Officers Shown. 

The head of one of the large State street 
Stores has for several years been receiving 
a salary in the neighborhood of $75,000. In 
the last year auditors for the bureau, in 
making examination of the books submitted 
for determination of the corporatian income 
tax, have compiled figures showing the re- 
muneration of the principal officials They 
discovered the average for a number of these 
stores was considerably less than $75,000. 

A short time ago they informed this official 
that the governn.ent would refuse to allow 
the store credit for the full aalarx That is, 
the salary might continue, but for every 


@ollar over the sum the bureau fixed there. 


must be paid by the store the regular 1 per 
cent tax. 

In examination of the reports from a few 
large industries the auditors learned the 
administrative officials did not receive a flat 
salary, but a percentage on the.net profits of 
each fiscal year. This arrangement was 
also tabooed. The industries werp informed 
an average’ had been struck, and the tax 
must be paid on all salary amounts in excess 
of that average. 


Fear of “Evasion” the Cause. 

** The reason for this policy,’’ said the at- 
torney, “is assumed to be a fear that the 
industries are seeking to ‘evade’ the tax. 
But the auditors failed to realize that these 
salary arrangements to which I refer were in 
existence years ago. The tax went into 
operation in 1910. These salarie¥ were paid 
for years before the law was put Into 
effect, before it was passed, before it was 
even seriously considered. There surely can 
be no attempt at * evasion * in this. 

** Serious efforts along the line I mention— 
examination with a view to fixing the ‘ aver- 
ages’ and ruling regarding the excess—huave 
been apparént only In the last year or so. I 
am informéd that my clients are not the 
only ones in the city, and it is qbvious that 
the campaign is not local. It is a national 
affair.’’ ; 


Protests Prove Unavailing. 

In practically all the cases there has beer. 
a protest to the local officials of the bureau. 
In none that can be traced has the protes* 
been effective. Generally attorneys have 
been asked by their clients, or have volu~- 
teered, to take up the matter at Washington, 
and at présent there is a fat Bst of cases 
with the commissioner of internal reverue 
awaiting final ruling. 

Thus far there has been no apparent dis- 
position to alter the rulings of the local olt- 
iclals. There has resulted an appeal to cer- 
tain Ill!nois legislators at Washington to as- 
gist in taking up the question with the «d- 
ministration, but so far as can be learned 
none has ¢orfsented to try to have the com- 
misioner overruled. ]

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PARADEIN DUBLIN 
TURNS INTO RIOT 


Seven Police and Thirty-five 
Civilians Taken to Hos- 
pitals After Fight. 


MOUNTED MEN RUSH MOB. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNBE. |] 

DUBLIN, Sept. 21.—There was another 
fierce riot here tonight, asa result of which 
seven policemen and thirty-five civilians are 
in various hospitals and many others were 
treated and sent to their homes. 

After a noisy, exciting day, during which 
violence was threatened every hour, a pro- 
cession of about 10000 formed at dusk out- 
side of Liberty hall, the headquarters of the 
Transport Workers’ union, and started to 
parade through the streets. 

Such parades have been an almost daily 
feature of the last few days and they have 
been sanctioned by the authorities and the 
paraders are protected by the police. 


Two Hundred Constables Lead. 
Two hundred constables escorted today’s 
demonstrators, who marched to stirring airs 
played by Irish pipers. Both banks of the 
Liffey were crowded with onlookers from 
Liberty hall to O’Connell bridge. 
Shouting. cheering, and singing, the march- 


era reached Grafton street, where several | 


tram cars were obliged to halt because of 
the great throng which had gathered. 

Suddenly and without any warning a stone 
crashed through the glass window of the first 
car and another struck the body of the car 
within a few inches of the driver's head, A 
third struck another part of the car, and the 
stones began to fly quickly. 

It was evident from the number that were 
thrown that the marchers had filled thei- 
pockets with the stones before they started. 


Begin Attack on Police. 

The police tried in vain to single out the 
stone throwers and began. to hustle the 
marchers along. The mob appeared to be 
satisfied with having wrecked the cars. They 
did not loiter, but walked noisily along Graf- 
ton street towards Daikey. They moved 
brokenly and irregularly. 

It was seen the members of the crowd 
were determined on further mischief, and 
presently they began to attack the police. 
The batons of the constables were swing- 
ing in a moment. while missiles of all sorts 
were hurled at the police. 

It is difficult to describe the progress of the 
fighting. It seemed to develop suddenly at 
many places. The mob advanced up the side 
streets from which it rained stones, bottles, 
ant other articles on the police. 


Police Reserves Are Needed. 

After the main mob had gone through Col- 
lege Green in an uproarious manner, the 
fighting became hard on “den street, and the 
clubs of the constables were againbusy. The 
police reserves, mounted and on foot, which 
had been hurrying to the scene ¢ver since 
the trouble was reported, now arrived and 
dashed among the shrieking rioters. 

The mob of men, women, and children on 
the occasion of these dashes would break 
and scatter, and then re-form elsewhere. 

Probably the worst tussle was in Town- 
send street, where the rioters seemed t 
have arranged it so that the police would be 


| drawn in for the purpose of hammering 


them. The houses on the street are a low 
clase of tenements, all the windows of which 
were open and occupied by screaming womer 
and children, who pelted the constables with 
broken bottles. jars. and anything else they 
could find which would hurt the police. 

Between 8 and 9 o’clock the mounted men 
got ahead of the mob in Lombard street 
and with the help of the foot police broke up 
th: rioters who, seeing they were beaten, 
seattered to their homes. 


POLICEMAN SHOOTS DISTURBER 
WHO HIT DANCE HALL GIRL. 


‘Crowd to Help Him Take Copper’s 
Club—Gets Bullet in Neck. 


John Harmanowski, who formerly lived at 
951 Eighteenth place, was shot in the neck 
last night by Policeman Richard Strutz while 
Strutz was being attacked by a crowd at 
Nineteenth and Leavitt streets. 

Harmanowski is alleged to have accosted 
a Polish girl in Klacel’s hall at that corner, 
| and when she refused to dance with him he 
struck her in the face. The policeman, de- 
tailed at the hall. tried to eject Harmanowski, 
who hit the bluecoat. The disturber finally 
was overpowered and taken to a patrol box 
in front of the dance hall. 

While waiting for the patrol wagon Har- 
manowski again fought with the policeman 
and wrested his club away from him. 

Harmanowski appealed to the crowd to 
assist him and they started to attack the 
policeman, who drew his revolver and fired 
one shot. The bullet struck Harmanowski 
in the neck, and at the bridewell hospital 
it was said the wound may prove fatal. The 
patrol arrived and dispersed the crowd, 
which Strutz was holding back with his re- 
volver. The policeman’s uniform was torn 
and he was bruised.

DENIED KISS, ADMITS SLAYING 
GIRL IN ROCHESTER CEMETERY. 


Jacob Wolfsohn, in Philadelphia Jail, 
Clears Up Murder on Aug. 7, 1909, 
That Mystified Country.

Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 21.—The identity of 
the perpetrator of the murder of Anna Cath- 
arine Schumacher in- Holy Sepulcher cem- 
etery in Rochester, N. Y., on Aug. 7, 1909, was 
established here, it is believed, when, ac- 
cording to Capt. Cameron of the Philadelphia 
detective bureau, Jacob Wolfsohn, arrested 
for larceny, confessed to having committed 
the deed. 

The murder was a sensational one and, 
despite the extraordinary efforts of the au- 
thorities, no clew was ever found to the 
identity of the murderer. 

“I flirted with her and she smiled back at 
me,'" Wolfsohn confessed, according to the 
detectives. ‘The .mext day I saw her and 
spoke to her. We agreed to see each other 
there the next day. She kept her appointment. 
I tried to kiss her, but she pesented thie and 
tried to run away. I grabbed her and began 
choking her. She screamed, but no one 
heard her and then I! strangled her. 

**I then attacked her and after that dragged 
the body to the woods in the cemetery. I 
found a grave digger’s spade and dug a hole 
large enough to place the body in it.” 

Wolfsohn tonight attempted to commit 
suicide in his cell in the city hall, according 
to the police. He was discovered tearing his 
clothing into strips by the turnkey, and when 
his cell was séarched an improvised rope was 
discoveréd. The prisoner has been placed 
under close watch.

Belief Is Widespread. 
‘Genator Sutherland, however, has only 
voiced publicly what many prominent Re- 
publican leaders have been saying beneath 
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their breath for some time. Many are con- | 
vinced that they will again be obliged to 
support the colonel as the Republican stand- 


‘The general feeling of tolerance toward 
this suggestion was shown clearly in the 
guarded comment caused by: Senator Suther- } 
land’s statement. The bitterness engendered ¢ 
in last year’s campaign over Rooseveit’s bolt- 
ing of the ticket has been steadily grow- 
ing _ and many Republicans have been 
geeking grounds of compromise on which 
they.could go before the country with a 
chante of success. 

Senators Consider Rumor. 

“Several informal conferences and talks 
were held among Republican senators to- 
day in regard to the Sutherland statement. 
Senators Bradley of Kentacky and Boreh of 
Idaho had just been discussing it when they 
were asked for an expression of opinion, 
Neither would talk for publication but it 
is known that Senator Borah has long been 
of the opinion that Roosevelt is rapidly 
becoming the most available man to reunite 
the Republican party for victory in 1916. 

“Senator Burton of Ohio, another Re- 

publican, looked thoughtful when the mat- 
ter was suggested to him and remarked sig- 
nificantly: 
* «Without committing myself there is one 
thing to be said in favor of the suggestion 
of Roosevelt as the Republican candidate 
in 1916: if nominated he certainly will be 
elected.’ ° 


Sherman Favors Idea?’ 


‘‘ Senator Sherman of Illinois was a Roose- 
velt delegate at large to the Chicago conven- 
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tion. He is not disposed to discuss the sug- 
gestion of Roosevelt's name in 1016, but his 
close friends say he will probably be found in 
sympathy with the movement if it can be 
carried on within the Republican party or- 
ganization. 

‘‘ Senator Cummins of Iowa, who was the 
prime mover in the reorganization plen, may 
be a candidate for the Republican nomination 
in the event that he is reélected to the sen- 
ate. But he has a very hard fight ahead of 
him next year, and hie friends do not expect 
that he will become a formidable factor for 
the nomination. 

“When the possibility of Col. Roosevelt's 
nomination by the Republicans in 1916 was 
suggested to Senator Kenyon of Iowa just 
before he left Washington a few days ago, 
the senator replied that Col. Roosevelt might 
prove to be the proper man to reunite the Re- 
publican party. 

Aim at Party Regeneration. 

“The sudden awakening of tnterest in Re- 
publican plans for 1916 has been caused 
chiefly by the movement among Republicans 
looking to'a national conference to restore 
the party supremacy. 

‘So far as the movement relates to Col. 
Roosevelt personally it has been promoted 
by hie proposed trip to South America and 
the feeling among Waehington politicians 
that they would ‘like to ascertain if such a 
plan will meet his approval before he goes 
away to be absent several months.”

Having a System Makes 
Work More Successful.

ID you ever hear of the dear ol@ house- 

keeper who managed her pie baking in 

what she considered a most scientific 

mauner? She was baking pies one day 

when her nephew stopped in to see her. 
She had just finished putting the upper crust 
on the pie. In the middle of it there were two 
big letters, T. M. 

“What dces that mean?” he asked her, won- 
deringly. 

“*Tain't. mince,” she said. “That's the way 
I have of distinguishing them. On apple pies 
I put “Tain't mince,” and on mince pies I put 
**Tis Mince. T. M.” 

No amount of arguing with her could con- 
vince her that the system wasn’t the best pos- 
sible one . 

I wonder how many of the home workers are 
doing their work just that way? That's a very 
old story. I don't remember when I first heard 
it But I know I have never forgotten it.

Beautiful Eyebrows. 

(Copyright: 1918: By Lillian Russell} 

HEN studying character In the human 
face few give Importance to the eye- 
brows. To my thinking, they are an 
important feature of the face, 

The beauty of the eyebrows consists 
in having them moderately thick, especially in 
the center directly over the pupll of the eye; 
the outer extremity tapering to a point with 
soft, silken regular hairs of a color a shade or 
two darker than the hair of the head. They 
should always be separated on the bridge of 
the nose, and with the edges clerly defined 
against the skin. 

When the eyebrows join above the nose it Is 
an indication of a sensuous nature. Such brows 
are not pleasant to look at, as it gives one the 
appearance of perpetual frowning. This defect, 
however, can be overcome by pulling out the 
hairs over the nose with tweezers. 

The brows should first- be bathed with hot 
water, dried with a piece of soft linen, and then 
rubbed with a little cold cream, before the 
tweezers are used.

enth—that cluster together in the middle of 
the course. ‘ 

Of these the ninth is a really beautiful! hole, 
nor has it merely the “chocolate box” beau- 
ty, if one may so call it, that temporarily en- 
snares the senses by prettiness of woods and 
hills, and it calls for fine golfing shots. Itis 
just over 500 yards long. and the second shot 
is played something uphill, so that it needs 
a mighty hitter with a rushing wind behind 
him to get home. 

The toe shot is played down ea narrow val- 
ley which winds between two ranges of low 
hills. For the ball that is hit far and sure 
the valley opens out into an ope nspace of 
lovely lies, tempting on the player to risk 
that terrible shot. If he attempts it he * puts 
it to the touch’ to win or lose something 
more than a single stroke, for on the face of 
the hill, short of the green, are rocks and 
cavernous sand bunkers. 

Shots Must Be Accurate. 

The prudent man then plays short in two 
and home in three. There is no tinge of dull- 
ness about either shot, however, for the sec- 
ond must be extremely straight and the third 
tossed high in the air to come down with 
plenty of stop upon the green. Having toiled 
up the hil, the player now goes down it 
again on the further side. There is nothing 
easy or restful about the descent, for he sees 
in front of him an exceedingly minute “ Is- 
land” green, bunkered within an inch 6f its 
life, a brook in front, woods on either side, 
and a bunker with a cruel, timbered face 
waiting, asa final line of defense, to give the 
coup de grace to the invader. 

The shot is quite a short one, the smallest 
of mashie shots, but it must be played so ac- 
curately and the hazards look so relentless 
and omnipresent that threes are few and far 
bet ween. 

Discovers One “‘Vardon” Hole, 

Something of the same quality belongs to 
another admirable hole of quite a different 
type. This is a two shot hole, and tlre second 
has to be played right down the heart of @ 
narrow rocky gorge. I have purposely use1 
rather melodramatic language because this 
hole produces in the mind an exaggerated 
feeling of terror. The shot is a difficult one, 
but it is not in the least impossible, yet there 
ig something about the way those rocks lurk 
on either side, the sloping green and the 
dark wood beyond it, that “ strike awe and 
terror on the aching sight.”" 

It is a hole that seems to me to make an 
ideal getting for the genius of Harry Var- 
don. One watches other people play the 
second shot. They may put the ball quite as 
close as Vardon does, get their form, ard do 
all that may become a man, but they seem 
to be doing something quite horribly clever. 

On the other hand, when Vardon plays thia 
shot the rocks and the woods seem to recede 
into the background, becoming merely inani- 
mate objects which cah have no possible 
effect on the game. The shot is played witb 
such perfect ease and the ball stops at so 
exactly the right spot below the hole that one 
almost is tempted to think he could do it him- 
self,
